heir old jobs. I met a young man the 
tber day driving a dirt oart at $20 per 
month. 
I remembered him in Utioa, a 


nobby young chap, who would hardly 
recognize a common person, His par- 
ents are well to do, but he is ashamed 
:o go homo again. 
After living here a 


ihort time, young fellows do not care to 
cave, as they frequently get into loose 
mbits. Gambling seems to be tho 
moat profitable business,and leads every- 
thing else, from the newsboy up to the 
merchant. There are 5,000 people in 
Leadvillo "dead broke," and they are 
dying by the dozens. The road from 
here to Lendvillo is lined with prospec- 
tors, gamblers, bunko steerers, cut 
throats and thieves. Along the way 
are dead horses, mules and bronchos, 
and the stench is t'earlul. Nearly all 
that have money start back after stay 
there a day or two, but the majority "go 
broke" and fly to the drinking and gam 
bling shops to see if they can not pick 
up enough to get away with. 1'oor 
devils come hero from Leadville on every 
train, and present sorry sights. 


It is a shame for the veteran 


papers and railroad companies to induce 
so many poor people come here. 
Thai 


there is a large amount of wealth in 
minerals in the mountains no one can 
doubt, but there are from three to four 
times as many people in Colorado as it 
can support. 
Any man who can get a 


fair living in tho East, with the same 
economy, will make more money that 
he can here unless he happens to b 
fortunate enough to strike a mine—on
